A Wilmington chemical products 
manufacturing company that 
allegedly released toxic vapors into 
the atmosphere near a residential 

, neighborhood must pay a $400,000 
penalty and take steps to prevent 
future vapor releases, Attorney 
General Scott Harshbarger 
announced, 

In a settlement announced 
recently, Zeneca Inc., a 
Wilmington, Del. based company 

* with a business unit, Zeneca in 


Wilmington, Mass. agreed to pay a 


* $400,000 civil penalty. 

Zeneca Resins manufactures 
polymer resins for paints, 
adhesives and inks, and conducts 
research and development at their 
Wilmington, Mass. facility. In a 
complaint filed, Harshbarger's 
Environmental Protection Division 
alleged that on August 17 and 18, 
1996, drums of reactive hazardous 

, waste illegally stored at Zeneca's 

‘ Wilmington, Mass., facility 
ruptured and released toxic vapors 
into the air. The Zeneca plant is 
close to a. residential 
neighborhood. 

The hazardous waste allegedly 
had been generated by Zeneca over 

+ a month earlier in the course of 
| flushing the product lines of 
« several of the facility's chemical 
{ storage tanks. 

After conducting an 
investigation, the Department of 
Environmental Protection (DEP) 
referred the case to Harshburger's 
office for legal enforcement, 

‘The complaint filed along with 
the settlement alleged that the 
company failed to notify the DEP 
of the vapor release,as required-by 
law. As a result of the alleged 
release, Harshbarger alleged that 
Zeneca violated the state Hazardous 
Waste Management Act and the 
state Oil and Hazardous Material 
Release Prevention and Response 
Act, and the Air Pollution Control 
Act and their regulations. 

In addition to paying the 
$400,000 penalty, Zeneca has 
agreed to perform a management 
systems. analysis of the 
Wilmington, Mass. facility and 
conduct three annual 
environmental compliance audits. 
“It is essential that companies 
property handle their hazardous 
waste, especially where toxic waste 
is being handled near residential 
areas," said Attorney General 
Hashbarger. “Today's settlement 
sends a strong message that 
companies must both manage their 
waste in strict compliance with the 
law and notify the state promptly 
in the event of a release of 
hazardous waste into an area." 

"The way the company managed 
and stored its hazardous waste was 
a serious problem, and failing to 
notify us of a release only 


compounded that problem," said 
DEP Commissioner David B. 
Struhs. "I'm pleased to see this 
settlement requires that steps be 
taken to prevent similar future 
incidents."

WHAT DID IT 
COST? 


How much tax will you have to pay 
when you sell something? That depends 
on your tax costs, or basis. Higher basis 
means lower tax. 

On stocks and bonds, amount you 
paid -- plus brokers’ commissions and 
recording or transfer fees -- is the basis. 
Stock dividends are usually not taxable, 
butthey will reduce your per-share basis. 
Cash in lieu of a stock dividendis taxable 
as a sale. Allocate the cost instead of 
treating it all as capital gain. A spin-offis 
not usually a taxable event, but the 
original basis must be allocated between 
the new and old stock. Important: 
dividends that you reinvest are taxable, 
but they are added to the basis. 

In real estate, basis is the original cost 
plus any purchase cost plus the cost of 
capital improvements to the property. If 
you sell your residence and roll the profit 
over into a more expensive home within 
two years, there's no gain taxed, but the 
new home's basis is reduced by the 
amount of the untaxed gain.

i} WILMINGTON - At a recent School Committee meeting, committee 
i member Robert Young asked why it was so difficult for Wilmington to get 
}) enough substitute teachers to cover classes, especially at the high school. 
Young asked if the problem were a lack of available talent or if it were a 
}{ problem that might be solved by paying subs more money. 
‘| Director of Administration and Finance Bradford Jackson replied that if 
| Wilmington were to pay subs more money, the surrounding towns would 
follow suit and Wilmington would again experience a shortage of subs, but 
at higher cost. 

Jackson's remark sends thé'wrong message to substitute teachers: he is 

‘| saying all subs are a mere interchangeable commodity, just like a box of soap 
{: at the supermarket where 3 cents off the purchase price may have some 
significance, 

Jackson's attitude helps perpetuate harmful attitudes towards substitute 
teachers that make it nearly crazy to take work as a sub. Secondly, the pay 
Wilmington is offering to subs is a bit of a joke compared to wages received 

| by low-skilled workers and compared to sub pay offered by many towns. 

}| Wilmington High School classes run from 7:20a.m. until 1:45 p.m. But the 

!\ sub who does the job right needs to get there ahead of time in the morning to 
read directions from the teacher(s), and has to stay after school to finish 
writing a summary of class activities to leave for the teacher. The sub may 

: also stay after school to handle administrative paperwork or to deal with 
student discipline. 

Hence, a caring sub will work at the high school at least from 7 a.m until 
well after 2. p.m. So we're looking at a minimum of seven hours of work. 

\ (Caring subs who have a multiple-day assignment are likely to ad preparation 
time after school.) 
, Wilmington pays its substitute teachers who do not have a degree only $40 
( per day. At a mimum of a seven-hour day, that’s about $5.71 per hour, a 
: fraction above the Massachusetts minimum wage of $5.25 per hour. 
For the sub who holds a college degree, Wilmington’s rate after ten days 
+ of service comes to $50 per day, which amounts to approximately $7.14 per 
' hour. That is not much above the $6.00 per hour Dunkin Donuts at 321 Main 
Street pays counter workers. The counter workers may have to learn very 
; quickly how to be good at dealing with the public, but they don’t need 
advanced college degrees to do their job well. 

Subs have a nearly impossible job with massive responsibilities. The 
dedicated subs try to provide a meaningful educational experience to each 
class, routinely dealing with multiple classes and topics each day. To do that 
well requires teaching skill, love of kids, wide-ranging subject knowledge, 
and ability to. improvise when teachers leave minimal or no directions. 

Mitigating against the caring sub is the commonly accepted, rather classic 
attitude among many students that subs are targets to be abused, Administra- 
tors everywhere give the sub minimal support, because all to often adminis- 
trators take the attitude that even amidst rude and outrageous behavior on the 
part of some students, the sub had better not make bothersome discipline 
waves that require administrators’ response. The “good” sub, according to 
those administrators, magically handles everything without ever bothering 
the administrators for back-up. 

Added to the subs’ troubles, they often can not know all the kids names in 
the school, and kids in trouble will readily swap names, making disciplinary 
action even more difficult. 

What holder of a college degree in his or her right mind will deal with all 
of this for an initial $45 a day, and then after ten days, a measly $50 per day? 
Only the most dedicated of people who still want experience so they can land 
a full-time job in teaching someday. Or perhaps people who don't mind doing 
the minimal to float through the day. Or people who are so desperate for 
money, that they'll take on anything — including the task of subbing. 

So, Mr. Jackson, does that leave us a huge pool of local talent? Apparently 
not. 

Even in school systems such as Winchester, where subs earn $61.40 per 
day, the pay is nothing to write home about. Even if a sub is called by, say, 
Winchester, on a regular basis, it is seldom five days per week. So, figuring 
four day's of work per week, a sub’s yearly pay might reach a “whopping” 

‘ $9,000 if he or she were very, very lucky. 

If Wilmington were to pay subs a decent wage commensurate with the high 

degree of skill and experience demanded for the job, maybe Mr. Jackson and 
‘the school administrators would not have such a hard time finding subs to 
teach at Wilmington High School. 

In addition to offering a respectable rather than insulting pay rate, Wilm- 
ington might consider something else, something truly revolutionary to 
attract substitute teachers. Wilmington might try cultivating system-wide an 
attitude among students and administrators that subs are at all times to be 
treated as highly skilled, honored guests in the schools instead of being 
viewed by students and administrators alike as easily abused commodities. 

By offering appropriate pay and respect instead of merely pricing subs as 
acommodity, Mr. Jackson and the Wilmington Public Schools might find that 
talented people seek out the opportunity to substitute teach in Wilmington. 
Then Wilmington administrators might find that they have achoice every day 
of telanted people to sub at Wilmington High School rather than having to 
leave class after class with no teaher.

Selectmen's meeting, I have several 
points that I feel need to be made 
regarding the Town Parking Lot 
Project.

WILMINGTON Lorraine 
Brozyna of Wilmington recently won 
the Excel Award, which is the state's 
highest award for home care profes- 
sionals. 

The award was presented at a re- 
ception attended by Lieutenant Gov- 
ernor Paul Celluci. Brozyna, whose 
clients live in Woburn, Winchester 
and Arlington was recommended for 
this annual award by Barbara 
Hamilton, her supervisor at Minute- 
man Health care. A panel of judges 
determined that Brozyna’s work asa 
case manager was outstanding and 
that she had dramatically improved 
the lives of many elder citizens 

As one mightexpect from a health 
care angel, itis hard to get Brozynato 
answer questions such as “How does 
‘it feel to receive this prestigious 
award?” Beyond admitting that she 
was pretty excited, Brozyna side- 
stepped reflecting on her self and 
instead talked mostly about the frail, 
elderly clients she and the agency she 
works for have been able to help. 

Brozyna said she is a case man- 
ager at Minuteman Health care, a 
non-profit agency dedicated to help- 
ing elderly or frail people avoid insti- 
tutions and stay in their homes. Min- 
uteman serves 16 area towns includ- 
ing Wilmington, Woburn, Arlington 
and Winchester. Although it is a pri- 
vate, non profit organization, Min- 
utemen is state-funded, said Brozyna. 

However, the state funds are lim- 
ited, and a case manager, said 
Brozyna, has to be creative in obtain- 
ing services for clients. One 74 year 
old disabled man man was homeless, 
said Brozyna, and was living utterly 
without dignity. Originally from

France, he had been conscripted at 
the age of 14 to dig trenches for the 
German occupation army. 

Brozyna said her agency was able 
to find the man an apartment, but of 
course, it needed to be furnished. 
Brozyna said she contacted the Mis- 
sion of Deeds in Wilmington, run by 
“very caring people,” observed 
Brozyna. Mission volunteers brought 
acouch, chairs, table set and kitchen 
appliances to the man at no charge. 

Brozyna said “hundreds of volun- 
teers” help her and Minuteman be 
creative. Due to lack of funds, the 
agency could not pay to have one 
elderly man driven to dialisys three 
times per week. Volunteers, “and they 
are wonderful,” said Brozyna, took 
on the task of driving the man to his 
treatments. 

Brozyna can also call upon a pri- 
vate “Independent Living” fund man- 
aged by Minuteman. The fund helps 
by supplying, at nocharge, such things 
as grab bars and shower seats that 
help elderly people keep on using 
their own bathrooms. 

One of Brozyna’s clients was suf- 
fering from very poor vision. Instead 
of spending funds to have someone 
prepare the lady's food, Brozyna 
searched for a microwave oven that 
would have dial on it that Brozyna 

could mark with tape. Then the lady 
could simply match up the tape and 
heat her food. Brozyna found a mi- 
crowave with a dial on it at Sears. 

One elderly widower who lived in 
a home that looked as though it were 
straight out of the 1930s had become 
diabetic and blind, said Brozyna, but 
he did not want to leave his house 
which he loved and where he could 
play his piano daily. He was a de- 
lightful person who played piano well, 
said Brozyna,and would hapjirly play 
for anyone who came to his house. 

Brozyna’s creativity came into 
play for this man. She was able to 
obtain a reverse mortgage for him, 
which gave this man funds to hire 
enough health care workers to allow 
him tostay in hishome until he passed 
away. 

The reverse mortgage is good for 
five only years, observed Brozyna, 
but it helped this man live keep play- 
ing his piano for the last part of his 
life. 

Brozyna, who routinely has acase 
load of 90 clients, said that her work

also includes being part of a crisis 
téam that helps elders who are at risk 
One lady had suffered considerable 
memory loss and was living in filth, 
including mess from her cat, said 
Brozyna.... 

The first thing Brozyna did was to 
have the gas company shut off the gas 
so the lady would not burn the house 
down. Then she got the lady a micro- 
wave to heat food. Minuteman paid 
clean-up workers to restore the lady's 
house to respectable condition, and 
had all her clothes washed. 

With services such as a home- 
maker and home-delivered meals, the 
lady was able to stay in her house 

The lady just beamed at having her 
house back the way it used to be, said 
Brozyna. 

Upon being pressed, Brozyna fi- 
nally relented and spoke a bit about 
herself. Brozyna said, “I've always 
had a good feeling towards elders — 
I've always enjoyed them.” 

Brozyna was appointed to the 
board of the Council on Aging by the 
Wilmington Selectmen. During her 
seven years on the council, “we started

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planned therapeutic and able-bodied 
equestrian riding programs at the 
Tewksbury Hospital facility will 
bring fresh meaning to Mr. 
Roosevelt's observation. 

“This project is a big undertaking,” 
says MJ Marcucci, the Equestrian 
Program organizer. “The area has so 
much potential.” The idea to use the 
Hospital's animal facility for 
therapeutic riding first came to her 
twoyearsago while she wasamember 
of the Tewksbury Land Use 
Committee. Marcucci wanted to 
Preserve the history of the land and 
yet use it for passive recreation: The 
historical setting and remaining farm 
buildings provide an opportunity for 
use as a riding facility, and that use is 
consistent with the land’s agricultural 
history. 

A therapeutic and able-bodied 
tiding program for adults and children 
in Tewksbury wouldtserve the 
community well. “Over the past year 
anda half, we've spent the most time 
researching the feasibility of the 
Proposal: how it could work and be 
self-sustaining,” said Marcucci, “and 
over the last. six months, we've 
developed an organization and base 
Support for the program.” The 
program, named “T.H.E. Farm”, will 
consist of an advisory bvard, 
supporting institutions, a board of 
directors, a President, Officers, an 
Executive Director, committees 
dedicated to the advancement of the 
program, volunteers, facility 
management staff, and clinical staff. 
Clients can come from the Hospital 
as well as surrounding communities 
to participate. It will enhance the 
existing Hospital campus programs 
and help support local 4H and Pony 
Club groups. There are physical, 
occupational, and recreational 
professionals readily available to 
assist with the program. The location 
isconducive to regional opportunities 
and outreach programs for the 
community, plus local Colleges and 
Universities could provide 
opportunities for affiliations. 

“The Equestrian program must be 
an integrated two-track program to 
succeed,” M: #By wwo- 
track, Marcuc  thatin addition 
to the therapeutic program, an able- 
bodied riding program will be 
conducted as well. “Both programs 
will assist each other in operations 
and provide financing, management 
and the staffing necessary toruneach 
program,” she added. Those already 
familiar with the immeasurable 
benefits oftherapeutic riding and able- 
bodied riding know the importance 
of a program such as this. Riding 
itself uses the horse to expand the 
personal, emotional, and physical 
boundaries of riders. The primary

objective of therapeutic riding is 
rehabilitation, rather than just 
reereation or the teaching of riding 
skills, and is recognized by the 
American Occupational Therapy 
Association and the American 
Physical Therapy Association. 

The therapeutic program at the 
Tewksbury Hospital will be designed 
according to the North American 
Handicapped Riding Association 
guidelines for accredited operating 
and educational centers. People with 
central nervous system disabilities 
such as Cerebral Palsy, Multiple 
Sclerosis, and those with 
cerebrovascular disorders, spinal cord 
injuries, and learning disabilities are 
all equal on a horse. Physically, 
therapeutic riding uses the 
movements of the horse to provide 
the disabled rider with a normal 
sensorimotor experience which 
contributes to the maintenance, 
development, rehabilitation, and 
enhancement of physical skills.

ement with increased self- 
confidence of the riders. 

Research cited in the Physical & 
Occupational Therapy in Pediatrics 
Journal, the American Journal of 
Physical Medicine, Physiotherapy 
Canada, and other professional 
journals show that clients who 
participate in therapeutic riding 
benefited both physically and 
psychologically from those programs.

the new riding program is very great. 
The clients from the hospital would 
provide a viable source for observing 
the benefits of therapeutic riding. 

“We'd like to see the horses come 
in here by the end of the summer so 
that the riding program can begin in 
the fall,” Marcucci says. The external 
facilities that are planned will include 
a large turnout area for the horses, 
several riding arenas, and an outdoor 
washing stall. “We'd like to put ina 
viewing area with large windows that 
will face the upper arena for parents 
and visitors to watch the activities,” 
Marcucci said. Inside the barn, 24 
stalls, a tack room, and a washing 
stall are planned. The proposal is 
now in its renovation stage and the 
barn and outdoor riding rings are 
being shaped. The final stage will be 
implementation of the riding 
programs. “We are planning an open 
house and orientation opportunities 
in the fall,” added Marcucci.

‘Reconstruction 


doesn’t make 
the grade’ 


“Martha Ave. reconstruction 
has a long way to go before the 
residents are satisfied,” notes 
the “Tewksbury Town Crier.” 

“The roadway as it exists now 
dips and crests in contrast to 
the existing landscaping of the 
properties along it. In one area, 
the roots of a beautiful fir tree 
are exposed to the elements 
because construction cut away 
the soil at its base and allowed 
erosion of the remaining soil to 
occur. In other areas, the level 
of the road differs sharply with 
the edges of properties, permit- 
ting the flow of water onto front 
lawns and driveways.” 


Catching as 
catch can 


“Meeting minutes of the 
Conservation Commission dated 
April 17, 1996, promised the resi- 
dents of Martha Ave. that the 
reconstruction would not affect 
the existing grade of the road: 
‘Catch basins will be cleaned, 
the roadway will be reconstruct- 
pre grading will not be 
changed, notes the “Tewksbury 
‘Town Crier” (please see above). 

“The residents believe that 
the dips and crests in the road 
violate that promise and that 
erosion is evident along the 
edges of the reconstructed 
street. 

“Mr. William R. Burris, Jr., 
Superintendent of the Depart- 
ment of Public Works, said that 
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}|‘A sight not 


‘Roads Corporation did some 
work to correct the erosion and 
did some stabilizing (of the 
problem). Everything within 
reason has been done’” 


The roots of 
the matter “i 


“Sheila Hanrahan, another 
resident of Martha Ave., owns 
the beautiful fir tree that has its 
roots exposed,”.continues the 
“Tewksbury Town Crier” (please 
see above). 

“She asked Mr. Burris to do 
something to prevent more ero- 
sion on her front lawn, and to 
protect the roots of her tree. She 
said that their solution was to 
put a piece of burlap down over 
the roots. ‘They (Roads 
Corporation) won’t be working 
on the road again, probably not 


to behold’ 


until the end of March,’ Mr. 
Burris said. 

“Martha Ave. is banked in 
such a way that rainwater flows 
across the pavement and down 
the hill along its concave shoul- 
der then exits in some of the 
resident’s driveways and front 
yards. ‘I’ve lived here 28 years 
and never had a problem with 
water until the reconstruction 
began,’ says Martha Ave. resi- 
dent Barbara Gesin. ‘Mr. Burris 
was going to talk to an outside 
engineering firm to see if the 
elevation of the street could be 
brought back down to the exist- 
ing grade. This was agreed upon 
at the Conservation Commission 
on 4/17/96, before the recon- 
struction started” Mrs. Gesin 
said. Mr. Burris reported that

Bill? Tewksbury has been 
approved to apply for an educa- 
tional grant from the state. The 
submitted proposal says that 
Tewksbury Public Schools plan 
to connect all eight schools 
together using the institutional 
loop, the I-loop, provided by the 
local cable company. The I-loop 
is a contract between the town 
and the cable company that cur- 
rently provides connections to 
all the town’s public buildings. It 
will provide the wide area net- 
work. Each school will also have 
local area networks that will 
connect to the I-loop. A portion 
of the service is connected from 
the Merrimack Educational 
Center to the Tewksbury 
Memorial High School. This 
connection currently provides 
Internet service to a Macintosh 
computer lab. The Tewksbury 
Schools also intend to connect 
all the schools to the Internet 
using the I-loop. They will be 
adding 43 computers that will 
provide technological assistance 
for Tewksbury students. 


“Assistant Superintendent 
John Ryan said, ‘They were 
very specific about the guide- 
lines. This money is for network- 
ing and it fits in with our tech- 
nology plans. It cannot be used 
for isolated materials. The grant 
funds, and supplemental funds 
will be used to complete two 
projects: the linking of all 
school libraries to one another 
using the town’s I-loop and to 
the Internet, and the remainder 
to complete the wiring of the 
High School classrooms, We 
hope to complete both projects 
by June 30, 1998. 


“The grant funding from the 
state will be $118,620, which may 
be used over two school years, 
FY97 and FY98. The total pro- 
jected cost for the computers 
and other necessary items will 
be $161,310, $70,000 of which is 
earmarked for computer pur- 
chases, electrical equipment, 
hardware and software. Wiring 
the library and the high school 
will cost an additional $81,765.”

* At the heart of this mediocre 
romantic comedy is a wonderful, 
memorable character energeti- 
cally played by the sexy Sarah 
Jessica Parker. As the neurotic 
and spoiled former child star 
who always wishes to be “highly 
amused,” Parker steals the lime- 
light each time she walks before 
the camera. The rest of the 
movie feels as if it is imperson- 
ating a television series, 

Perhaps it is because first- 
time feature director Scott 
Winant and writer Winnie 
Holzman are TV veterans best 
known for “thirtysomething”. 
They have included many of the 
elements of an hour-long dra- 
mady into a project desperate 
for more focus and finesse. 

Gwen (Jeanne Tripplehorn) 
and Nick (Dylan McDermott) 
are native Angelinos whose lives 
have been paralleling since sec- 
ond grade. Their friends and 
acquaintances cross paths. They 
are at opposite sides of a fight to 
save a historic building, and 
she’s ghostwriting his girl- 
friend's biography. Without 
either of them knowing it, their 
actions change the course of 
each other’s lives. 

Though Winant does not han- 
dle all this coincidence convine- 
ingly, he does do a marvelous 
job of sending up post-Industrial 
architecture. Some of the more 
humorous scenes play out in a 
sadistic looking tres chic restau- 
rant designed by Nick. Just as 
Winant pokes fun at architectur- 
al atrocities, he also captures 
the warm romantic aestheticism 
of the tiled courtyard in an old 
Spanish-style apartment build- 
ing.

something by attacking the 
aloofness in modern design, just 
as they touched upon the influ- 
ence of television as a national 
baby-sitter and mindbender. 
They just didn’t go far enough. 

While Tripplehorn’s hopeless 
romantic and McDermott’s emo- 
tionally disconnected architect 
trip through each other’s lives, 
we want to know more about 
Parker’s Francesca, As a child 
actress who learned some 
painful lessons on the path to 
adulthood, she is growing into a 
fully realized adult. Francesca 
is the only one who faces her 
faults, something the two other 
leads need to address. After all, 
Gwen’s quest for an idealized 
mate borders on the psychotic, 
and Nick appears to be a com- 
pulsive and aloof liar. 

One can see that the writer 
intended this to be a bit of 
romantic whimsy. And to some 


extent, it is. However, the 
romance never quite takes hold 
because this is about as deep as 
a sitcom populated from central 
casting.

Don’t get burned 
by financial planners 


Consumers in the Boston 
area and around the rest of the 
nation were alerted today by the 
Consumer Federation of America 
(CFA) and the National Asso- 
ciation of Personal Financial 
Advisors (NAPFA) about the 
dangers of the financial planner 
“name game” that can leave 
investors wide open to serious 
conflicts of interest. 

Local NAPFA spokesperson 
Geoffrey C. Loynd, CFP, of 
Loynd Capital Management 
said; “The truth is that you’ve 
got some financial planners out 
there right now who are trying 
to create the false impression 
that they are only making their 
livings from the fees that they 
earn from giving people advice. 
Some of these people hide 
behind misleading titles that 
include the word ‘fee’ in an 
effort to cover up the fact that a 
commission can create a con- 
flict of interest, by potentially 
putting the interests of the plan- 
ner ahead of those of his or her 
client.” 


NAPFA is the national orga- 
nization of Fee-Only financial’ 
planners, who are compensated: 
solely on the basis of the advice 
that they give to investors. The 
Association joined CFA and the 
National Institute for Consumer 
Education (NICE) in mounting 
a national campaign to alert 
consumers to the ‘name game’ 
played by some financial plan- 
ners. At the same time, NAPFA 
announced that it had registered 
the term “Fee-Only” with the 
United States Patent & Trade-. 
mark Office in relation to finan-: 
cial planning in order to reduce 
consumer confusion about the 
compensation issue. 


NAPFA, CFA and NICE are 
making available to the public 
free copies of a brochure, “Don't 
Get Burned in the Financial 
Planner Name Game” to those 
who call 1-800-FEE-ONLY. The 
same number can be used to 
learn the names of all the Fee- 
Only financial planners in the 
Boston area, Mr. Loynd said.

Lynnfield native 


"Boston Bob” world traveller

Boston Bob's facial features 
are sharp enough to be etched in 
stone. Almost like they belong 
On Mt. Rushmore or’in a John 
Steinbeck novel. When the ram- 
rod straight man speaks you can 
almost see the tumbleweed and 
feel the searing heat of the Utah 
desert. As a young man he trav- 
eled America’s southwest and 
the world as a field geologist in 
search of uranium and happi- 
ness. 

Robert Crowley couldn’t wait 
to get away from “The old man” 
and strike out on his own so in 
the mid 1950’s he left New 
England on a journey that even- 
tually would take him around 
the world. But let’s start at the 
beginning of this fascinating 
man’s story which began on the 
western slope of Colorado, and 
continued through Utah, New 
Mexico and Arizona, The rush to 
stake claims for uranium in the 
1950's was similar to the Gold 
Rush era and opening up 
America’s western frontier by 
railroad. 

The lanky geologist with a 
regional dialect as broad and 
wide as America’s southwest 
says, “Small companies 
(prospecting for uranium) set 
up a flimflam operation with 
penny stock. It was an-eye open- 
er to me. I never saw business 
conducted that way before. A lot 
of the ranchers thought they had 
gold mines. 

I had one good year when I 
made some money (1955) but I 
saw the handwriting on the wall 
and got out. The federal govern- 
ment (Atomic Energy 
Commission) took away 
urnaium’s price support and the 
market leveled off.” 

Boston Bob, who got his nick- 
name from other geologists and 
people who worked with him 
throughout the world, has many 
hair raising stories to share. 
Today, the 72 year old man sets 
the scene in the Colorado 
River's red Sandstone mesa with 
its natural sandstone arches and 
oppressive heat. He says, “One 
time I went out to examine a 
property (for uranium). I got 
there in the evening and it 
looked kind of familiar. 

I told the prospector a 
Colorado rancher who was a 
grizzly old cowboy, “I think I 
have evaluated this property 
before.” The next morning I told 
the promoter, a short, chubby 
dude with a stetson hat who 
liked his bourbon and branch, “I 
can’t evaluate this-I turned it 
down (as a poor place to mine 
uranium) once before.” He was 
drinking with friends from a bar 
in his Cadillac and said, “I’ve 
got a good mind to leave you 
right here’ (without transporta- 
tion four to five miles from the 
nearest state highway. Boston 
Bob’s hands began to shake but

he managed to shoot back) You 
better change your mind. When 
I get to the main highway I'll 
call the state police.” The brava- 
do worked and Bob Crowley 
lived to see another beautiful 
Utah sunrise which backlights 
the red sandstone and spills 
over the sky like mouton gold. 

But many sunrises. He just 
couldn’t stay in one place too 
long. The world had too much in 
store for his active and inquisi- 
tive mind. So he packed his 
medium size Army surplus 
backpack again and boarded a 
bus in Denver Colorado. Two 
months later he ended up in I. 
Hoste, Chile. The field geologist 
says “I spent a year in South 
America, and took a winter 
vacation in Mexico,” 


Before long he said adios and 
returned to the Untied States 
and New York City. He picks up 
the distant memory ‘of tall: sky- 
scrapers and honking horns and 
says. “I was walking around in 
New York City and saw an 
advertisement for a manage- 
ment trainee for Mobil. I had an 
interview and one week later I 
found myself in a tent in Turkey. 
It was raining, and I had the flu. 
I asked myself, ‘What have you 
done?” 

Boston Bob’s lifestyle was 
perfect for a National 
Geographic writer/photograph- 
er, but most people like to settle 
down, get married and raise a 
family. In one place-a place to 
call home. Bob Crowley never 
married and called the world his 
oyster and home. The world 
traveler and adventurer says. “I 
like to visit places of historical 
interest and used this (travel) 
as a vehicle to talk to people.” 

One reason Boston Bob 
Crowley didn’t stay in the 
United States after he graduated 
from The University of Colorado 


is there weren’t many jobs for 
geologists. Another reason he 
says is, “I didn’t like working in 
an office. (Travel) is a gypsy life 
no matter how much education 
you had. There is dissociation 
from your roots and your host 
country. 

Thad many friends (wherever 
he traveled); local people, mis- 
sionaries and my own people 
(associates).” After traveling to 
Alaska in 1959 Bob Crowley 
returned to his parents’ 213 year 
old farmhouse on Main St., 
Lynnfield. However, he wasn’t 
ready to settle down and cer- 
tainly wasn’t ready to marry. 

Before long he was off to 
Denver CO where he got a job 
with an engineering firm doing 
work in the Punjab sector of 
West Pakistan. Suddenly Boston 
Bob Crowley was faced with an 
adversary far more dangerous 
than the Texas prospector who 
threatened to leave him in the 
Utah desert. 


The 145 pound geologist says, 
“We were held hostage for three 
weeks in 1965 (in a conflict) 
between India and Pakistan. We 
were in Lahore, the capitol of 
The Punjab which was ringed by 
armed Indians and Pakistanis. 
Shooting (artillery and small 
arms) went on 24 hours a day. It 
was very nerve wracking, and 
we knew we couldn't get out of 
the city. 

We got caught up in the John 
Foster Dulles containment poli- 
cy (to contain Russian expan- 
sion.) I really worked for the 
State Department as a contract 
engineer building irrigation 
wells,” 

After being away from home 
for 25 years Bob Crowley 
returned home in 1968 to care 
for his parents who were about

sufficient quantity of water to 


satisfy’ most simultaneous 
demands, you will need a flow 
rate of at least 8 gallons per 
minute. However, a higher rate 
may be needed depending on 
the number of fixtures in the 
house. 


A high flow raté’(at-least 8 
gpm) can be accomplished by 
pumping the well water into a 
storage tank that is open to the 
atmosphere and then pumping 


water from the tank into the 
house at a greater flow rate. 
This type of installation is not 
uncommon and is quite effec- 
tive. 

A typical installation con- 
sists of a lion ‘storage 
tank that is equipped with two 


sensors — one for high water 
which shuts the well pumps 
and one for low water which 
starts the well pump. The high 
water sensor can be set at 450 
gallons, and the low water 
sensor set at 300 gallons. A 


larger tank may be needed if 
you have a large family. 

In order to get the water 
from the storage tank into the 
house, you will need a booster 


pump and a bladder- pres- 
sure tank. The cost for this 


type of installation depends on 
the location 


However, in the New York 
suburbs it costs about $1,500 to 
$2,000. Most well pump con- 
tractors can install this type of 
system. 

Q: Are rain gutters absolute- 
ly necessary for a home? What 
happens if you don’t install 
them? Are there advantages 
over having them to not having 
them?
